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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1, line 8, replace "." with -- ;- and insert - wherein the reference pattern 
comprises: a plurality of graphs in a one-to-one mapping function; and a straight line 
segment parallel to said one side of the scan area, wherein any one scan line intersects 
the straight line segment at one and only one point, and any one scan line intersects 
one of the graphs at one and only one point. - 

Claim 5, line 10, replace "." with - ;- and insert - wherein the reference pattern 
comprises: a plurality of graphs in a one-to-one mapping function; and 

a straight line segment, wherein any one scan line intersects the straight line 
segment at one and only one point, and any one scan line intersects one of the graphs 
at one and only one point. - 

Claim 3, line 1, change "2" to - 1-. 

Claim 7, line 1 , change "6" to -5-. 

Delete claims 2 and 6. 
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Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendment filed 4/3/06 has been entered and made of record. 
Claims 2 and 6 are cancelled by the examiner's amendment.
